A survey of the leading book sellers 
in thirty-six major cities found “The 
Caine Mutiny” to be leading in the 
sale of fiction work for the month of 
March. 

Herman Wouk’s new novel of Naval 
life in World War II is about the 
seemingly eternal conflict of ethics 
and standards betwen the military man 
and the civilian. 


Willie Keith, the main character, is 
a very real person, but essentially he 
is a symbo of the citizen of a demo- 
cratic country coming into contact for 
the first time wtih the singleminded 
service officer and all that officer 
stands for. 


The scene of conflict was DMS 22— 
U,S.S. CAINE, a destroyer of the first 
world war converted into a _mine- 
sweeper, and the contestants were the 
Regular Navy ,consisting of the skip- 
per, versus the reserve officers who 
made up the rest of the ‘ward. 

Faced with the problem almost im- 


possibl to solve in the service: what to 
do about a commanding officer who 


was incompetent, eratic, and _ vindic- 
tive? : 

One of the officers, Keefer, who 
was a novelist, complicated matters 


further by diagnosing the skipper as 
paranoic. Maryk, a fine seaman who 
had been a Pacific coast fisherman 
brought things to a boil by arresting 
his CO and assuming command of the 
ship.
